HI.  SOURCE'S  DESCRIPTION  OF  SIGHTDK};  SOURCE  indicated  that  on  22  >Jay  I956 
at  approxiiiiately  2305  C3T  while  flying  in  the  front  seat  of  a T33  aircraft  50  Knots 
northwest  of  Monroe*  La.  (Georof  FJNC  5329)*  his  attention  was  attracted  to  a 
bright  object  in  the  easterly  portion  of  the  sky,  oOLRCE’s  course  at  time  of 
lighting  was  050®  at  IE  *000  feet.  At  2315  the  object  was  again  noted  apparently 
due  east,  and  the  decision  was  made  to  investigate,  since  the  possibility  of  the 
object  being  a planet  or  star  appeared  doubtful,  SOURCE  stated  he  ^peelsd  off” 
to  the  south  and  moved  in  trail  of  object,  which  at  that  tine  appeared  to  be  in 
the  southeast,  (See  sketch,  Incl  >1,  path  and  movement  of  object).  The  object 
appeared  to  be  a great  distance  away  frcn  the  aircraft,  when  suddenly  it  came  straig 
at  the  observer  at  a rapid  rate  of  speed,  SOLUCS  stated  they  crossed  the  rear  of 
the  object,  emperieneed  no  wa'sh,  and  moved  south  of  it.  Object  moved  away  and  then 
returned  at  high  speed  on  a westerly  course,  SOURCE  stated  they  cruised  in  front 
of  the  object  and  noticed  odd  and  extremely  bright  lighting  which  did  not  resemble 
lighting  of  any  known  aircraft.  Shape  of  the  object  could  not  be  clearly  deter- 
mined and  no  wash  was  apparent  on  object's  vest  side.  SOURCE  said  maneuverability 
of  object  was  fantastic  and  at  no  time  did  it  change  its  positional  attitude  in 
relationship  to  the  aircraft.  SOURCE  stated  that  his  aircraft  passed  under  the 
"nose"  of  object  at  a distaiice  of  approxinately  75  yards  and  on  a heading  of  330®, 
at  which  time  an  intensely  bright  white  light  flashed  from  object  lighting  up  can- 
opy of  his  aircraft,  SCURCE  stated  object  appeared  to  be  squat,  bulky  and  cross- 
ohaped.  It  appeared  to  bo  shorter  than  a C47  and  wider  than  a C47.  There  was  no 
risible  wing  span.  Longest  dimension  of  the  bulk  of  object  appeared  to  be  30  to 
lO  feet,  (Incl  #2,  sketch  of  object).  SOURCE  saw  no  clear  outline  of  object  other 
than  the  b^ilk  or  dome  wnich  was  positioned  at  the  center  of  the  cross.  It  was  from, 
ihis  dome  that  the  bright  white  light  appeared.  In  addition  to  the  white  light 
."U7.CE  noted  one  red  light,  resembling  an  aircraft  running  Light  on  top  of  the  dome. 
Fowever,  the  brightest  light  ominatod  from  the  high  windshield  tj"pe  observation 
glass  Ln  the  front  of  the  dome.  SCU?.CE  obtained  a good  view  of  underneath  side 
of  object  from  75  yards  distance.  It  seemed  to  him  that  the  under  s\irfacs  of  object 
.*as  of  steel  construction,  and  had  a rib-llke  appearance  with  the  ribs  extending 
I to  it  feet  ar.d  creating  a wave-like  impression,  (Incl  ?3,  sketch  of  under  side 
of  ob■^ect).  During  the  15  minutes  duration  of  sighting  StURCE  noted  "that  there 
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ver®  nan;-  stars  in  the  sky  and  a thrsa-quarters  full  moon*  Object  appeared  bri^hte 
than  badc^rourai  o?  the  sky  and  resembled  the  brightness  of  an  automobile  headlight 
approximately  one  blbck  away.  Object  appeared  to  stand  still  at  times,  speed  up 
and’ rush  away,  (twice),  did  not  break  into  parts,  give  off  smoke,  change  bright- 
ness or  shape.  It  did  not  appear  to  flicker,  throb,  or  pulsate.  Object  did  not 
move  behind  anything  or  in  front  of  anything  dui*tng  period  of  sighting.  Object 
appeared  to  be  solid  and  was  view  with  the  r^kod  83?®  through  the  canopy  of  the 
aircraft.  Object  emitted  no  perceivable  sound  and  the  edges  apj>eai*ed  to  be  futay 
or  blurred.  Only  one  object  was  noted.  At  the  closest  point  of  observation 
SOURCE  was  certain  object  appeared  to  be  as  large  as  the  size  of  a grapefruit 
held  at  arm's  length,  and  at  fazn^heroaost  point  of  observation  resembled  the  size 
of  a pinhead  at  arm's  length.  Object  was  still  apparent  in  the  sky  when  a decision 
was  made  to  leave  the  area,  SOUHCE  stated  that  if  he  could  construct  the  object 
from  known  material  it  would  be  of  steel  construction , bulky  cross-shaped,  approx- 
imately ^0  feet  long,  30  feet  wide,  and  15  feet  thick  at  the  center  point,  SOURCE 
\inable  to  indicate  a roserablance  of  object  to  any  known  configuration  or  comnion 
object,  31URCS  was  looking  approximately  east  when  he  first  saw  the  object  and 
approximately  west  when  he  last  saw  the  object,  SOURCE  estimated  object  was  90® 
from  true  north  and  10°  above  horizon  when  ha  first  saw  it,  and  225°  from  true 
north  and  25®  above  horizon  when  ho  left  the  area.  There  were  thin,  and  very 
scattered  clouds  during  the  sighting.  The  weather  was  dry  and  cool,  A 20  knot 
wind  at  260°  was  Indicated,  'SOURCE  stated  this  was  the  first  time  ho  had  seen 
this  type  of  object,  and  could  not  give  an  opinion  as  to  what  it  might  be.  Speed 
of  object  ranged  from  hovering  to  velocities  in  excess'  of  the  300-^00  knots  his 
aircraft  was  ^ylng  at  the  time.  Closest  and  farthermost  points  of  observation 
were  75  and  60  miles  approximately,  SOURCE  was  quite  disturbed  by  the  occur- 

ence and  did  not  attempt  radio  contact  with  any  air  base  or  with  the  object  during 
the  period  of  sighting,  SOURCE  was  extremely  Impressed  by  the  maneuverability  of
